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Market  Summary 

UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  February 
1979  totaled  57.5  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  down  4.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  2.1  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  February,  55.0  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
down  4.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  up  2.7  million  pounds  from  February 
1978.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  95.50%  in  February  compared  to 
95.01%  the  previous  month  and  94.35%  a  year  ago 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
February  was  $13.35  per  cwt.  —  up  17  cents 
from  January  1979  and  $1.76  above  February 
1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  46.1  million  pounds 
of  milk  Co  pool  plants  regulated  under  Fed- 
eral Order  No.  12  during  February  1979.   Pro- 
ducer milk  deliveries  were  down  4.6  million 
pounds  from  January  1979  and  were  up  1.1 
million  pounds  from  February  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  42.7  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  46.5  million 
pounds  in  January  1979  and  41.7  million  pounds 
during  February  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
92.57%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  Feb- 
ruary 1979  compared  to  91.72%  last  month  and 
92.58%  during  February  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  February 
milk  was  $13.38,  an    (Continued  on  page  7) 


Dairy    Situation* 

Economic  conditions  likely  will  favor  ex- 
panded milk  output  this  year,  after  1978' s  slight 
downturn.   Quite  favorable  milk-feed  price  re- 
lationships probably  will  lead  to  heavier  concen- 
trate feeding  and  more  normal  gains  in  output  per 
cow.   Higher  slaughter  cow  prices  will  exert  down- 
ward pressure  on  milk  cow  numbers  but  relatively 
favorable  dairy  incomes  and  the  large  replacement 
herd  will  be  moderating  factors.   For  the  year, 
output  is  expected  to  total  about  1  percent  larger 
than  1978's  122  billion  pounds,  with  the  largest 
gains  coming  this  spring. 

Following  last  year's  sharp  rise  to  record 
levels,  commercial  use  this  year  probably  will 
expand  but  slower  than  the  trend  rate  of  about  1 
percent.   While  growing  consumer  incomes  are  ex- 
pected to  keep  demand  strong,  increases  in  retail 
dairy  prices,  unlike  1978,  probably  will  match  or 
slightly  exceed  rises  in  all  food  prices.   Com- 
bined with  the  low  commercial  stocks  at  the  start 
of  the  year,  even  a  slight  rise  in  commercial  use 
probably  will  be  sufficient  to  hold  USDA  price 
support  purchases  to  moderate  levels.   However, 
small  deviations  from  expected  supply  or  demand 
conditions  could  easily  result  in  either  a  sub- 
stantial surplus  or  strong  prices  thoughout  this 
year. 

Milk  production  moved  slightly  above  a  year 
earlier  in  January  as  expanded  output  per  cow  out- 
weighed a  small  year-to-year  decline  in  milk  cow 
numbers.   Whether  the  harsh  winter  weather  will 
affect  production  as  much  as  a  year  ago  will  not 
be  known  until  spring . 

Two  atypical  patterns  shaped  1978  production. 
Early  culling  brought  milk  cow  numbers  down  sharply 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year.   As  these  cows 
were  replaced  by  heifers,  cow  numbers  crept  upward 
during  the  second  half  of  1978.   Secondly,  output 
per  cow  totaled  only   (Continued  on  page  6)

PRODUCTION* 

Milk  production  started  1979 
almost  one-half  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier,  the  first 
significant  gain  in  a  year.   Al- 
though still  modest  by  historic 
standards ,  the  1-percent  gain  in 
output  per  cow  was  the  largest  year- 
to-year  rise  since  January  1978. 
Meanwhile,  the  rate  of  decline  in 
cow  numbers  had  slowed  to  less  than 
1  percent,  the  smallest  year-to- 
year  decline  since  September  1977. 

In  January,  milk  production 
in  most  States  was  close  to  a  year 
earlier.   Half  of  the  33  States 
which  report  milk  output  each  month 
posted  changes  of  about  1  percent 
or  less,  while  only  5  States  had 
changes  of  3  percent  or  more. 
Among  the  5  major  dairy  States, 
substantially  more  milk  than  a 
year  earlier  was  produced  in  Wis- 
consin, New  York,  and  Pennsylvania 
but  less  in  California  and  Minnesota. 

Regionally,  the  important  Lake 
States  and  Northeast  regions  started 
1979  almost  2  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.   The  Delta,  Southern  Plains, 
and  Pacific  regions  showed  declines 
of  1  to  2  percent,  while  all  other 
regions  were  close  to  a  year  earlier. 

Economic  conditions  for  milk 
production  in  1979  appear  to  favor 
expansion.

slightly  above  1977  —  partially 
due  to  weather  impacts  —  despite 
heavier  concentrate  feeding. 

Prices  of  manufacturing  grade 
milk,  this  February  had  slipped 
relatively  little  from  the  season- 
al peak,  reflecting  brisk  com- 
petition for  milk.   Farmers  re- 
ceived an  average  $11.90  per  100 
pounds  of  all  milk  in  February, 
equaling  the  later-than-normal 
peak  in  January  and  17  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.   In 
1978,  milk  prices  averaged  about 
$10.58,  up  9  percent  from  1977. 

The  April  1  adjustment  to 
the  support  price  (now  expected 
to  be  an  increase  of  75  to  85 
cents)  probably  will  result  in 
manufacturing  grade  milk  prices 
stabilizing  near  the  current 
level.   Seasonal  rises  during 
the  second  half  of  1979  will 
depend  on  the  degree  of  expansion 
in  milk  output,  demand  for  dairy 
products,  the  level  of  commer- 
cial stocks,  and  the  support 
purchase  and  sell-back  prices  set 
on  October  1.   Under  expected 
conditions,  a  moderate  second- 
half  increase  will  result  in  milk 
prices  in  1979  averaging  10  to 
14  percent  higher  than  1978. 

Increases  in  retail  dairy 
prices  during  the  first  half  of 
1979  will  slow  substantially 
from  the  rapid  pace  of  the  last 
half  of  1978.   For  the  year,  re- 
tail prices  probably  will  average 
8  to  11  percent  above  1978. 

With  the  expected  higher 
farm  milk  prices,  1979  increases 
in  cash  receipts  to  dairymen 
probably  will  rise  more  than  pro- 
duction costs  —  leaving  net  in- 
come relatively  favorable.   In 
1978,  cash  receipts  rose  about 
8  percent  to  $12.7  billion. 

After  the  sharp  drop  just 
before  Christmas,  wholesale 
butter  prices  have  remained  close 
to  the  current  support  purchase 
price  until  early  March.   Prices 
of  American  cheese  in  barrels  had 
dropped  about  5  cents  per  pound 
by  early  March.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  8  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  4  POINTS 

The  February  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  in- 
creased 8  points  (3  percent)  to  240  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.   Contributing  most  to  the  increase  since  January 
were  higher  prices  for  cattle,  soybeans,  hogs,  calves, 
oranges  and  broilers.   Lower  prices  for  cotton,  potatoes, 
turkeys  and  barley  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index 
was  47  points  (24  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  Feb- 
ruary 15  was  238,  up  4  points  (2  percent)  from  mid- January. 
Higher  prices  for  feeder  livestock,  feed,  building  and 
fencing  materials,  fuels  and  energy,  and  family  living 
items  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the 
Index  of  Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm 
Wage  Rates  was  101  for  the  month  of  February  1979.   The 
ratio  was  up  1  point  from  the  previous  month  and  up  10 
points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

In  the  February  equalization 
pool,  62.7  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  3.3  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  1.2 
million  pounds  above  February  1978. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.24%  of  the 
total  during  February  compared  to 
92.44%  the  previous  month  and  92.46% 
during  February  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  February 
milk  was  $13.57  per  cwt.   The  uni- 
form price  was  up  18  cents  from 
January  and  was  $1.75  above  Feb- 
ruary 1978. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  411  producers  delivered 
170.9  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to  411 
producers  and  184.1  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  406 
producers  and  167.0  million  pounds 
during  February  1978.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  in  February  were 
down  7.2%  from  January  and  were 
2.3%  above  February  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  14,913  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  deliver- 
ing to  plants  under  Federal  Orders 
6,  12  and  13 .   The  average  daily 
delivery  per  producer  was  12,663 
pounds  under  Order  No.  6,  12,547 
pounds  under  Order  No.  12  and 
20,753  pounds  under  Order  No.  13.
